ABOUT KEVBNUE. 


Asssmbly bill No. 116 was passed 


Friday in tbe AMembljr, whereupon, as 
reported, tbe Senate iconatuJ its high 
bone. Tbe writer has seen and teed 
Assembly bill No. 116 and is of tbe 
opinion tbe Senate was right wben i 
moanted ite big borse, or any bone 
for that matter, to escape tbe come 
ejnenceB of tbe bill ai passed, not tbat 
the bill in its outline ii objectionable, 
should it be tbat tbe Assembly is of 
il.a opinion that tbe manner pre- 
sort jeii la n proper w ij- to arrive at a 
ji^t aou -.diiieuv i tlj f.'operty ia tbe 
8k us, w rj it poHsib.e to make suck as- 
ses me

Tbe fixed rate for State purposes of 


one dollar, makes theftobole revenue 
eystem eubjsct to that rate wbich i* 
anything bat badness in tbe system 
As tbe law is, witb a fixed ratu for 
State revenue, tbe rate fixed controls 
the provisions requiring property to 
be assessed at ite oaab value. If as- 
sessors obey tbe oastt value provision, 
or requirement, tbere will be too 
much revenue for State purpo'eg, 
wbich bee been tbe cause tbat bas im- 
posed upon assessors tbe necessity of 
violating tbe oaeb value provision to 
avoid securing more revenue for tbe 
State than is required, and to avoid 
oppressing tbe people by a ca»h valu- 
ation, at a dollar rate for tbe use of 
tbe State. 


Wben the assessor* abaudou tbe 


oasb value role, tbe whole rt-venae 
•ysttm of tbe State becomes subject to 
tbe direction of assessors and it ceases 
to be « tnsin.js system regulated by 
law. 
When tbe oasb value 19 ab- 


rogated la tbe assessors, instead of a 
well regolated and business system to 
secure rerenae, there is substituted 
tbe most unbusinesslike conditions. 
In tbe language of Miltou it is "Con- 
fusion none Confounded," wbiob pro 
bably means a disorganized system 
more disorganized. 


With a fixed rate in the revenue 


system, business rales are reversed; 
tbe system ie made to revolve about 
tbe rate. The rate is made a center of 
gravity which attract* tbe system 
withoat giving any force in return to 
regulate it. It ia a disorgaoizer in 
every sense, as its only force is at- 
traction, benoe tbe confusion tbere is 
in tbe Nevada revenue system. 


In this disorganize:! system tbere is 


opportunity for tbe practice of all 
manner t>f fraud respecting valuation, 
as the rule intended to regulate is set 
aside, and as a result the whole sys- 
tem beeomes subject to arbitrary rules 
applied by assessors. It is strange 
that the most important subject de- 
manding attentioa and intelligent 
legislative action for tbe relief of tbe 
people should be postponed till the 
•lose of the session, and then, tbat a 
bill should b* introduced and pissed 
which in no particular applies to the 
canker tbat in deitroying tbe prosper- 
ity of tbe State. 


It is not tbe intention to find fault 


witb the bill respecting tbe appoint- 
ment of a commission to Hid ia regu- 
lating assessments, but in what par- 
ticular can a commission avail, wbea 
it Ie bound as tbe assessors now are? 
Tbe commission will not be in any 
better position then assessors are in 
while an arbitrary amount for State 
purposes remains a part of the revenue 
system. 


Wben a commission takes charge of 


equalization the revenue system will 
continue to revolve about its center 
of attraction, the fixed rate, as It has 
revolved for years to tbe scandal of 
legislatures. 
If tbe commission is 


capable of ascertaining valuer of 
property, it will also be capable and 
will be In a position to ascertain tbe 
amount of revenue it will require to 
meet tbe demands of tbe State for 
State purposes, dive to the commis- 
sion tbe power to determine the 
amount required for State use* for i be 
•seal year next succeeding ite

Ing it on a business basis. One of tbe 
results will be low taxation and more 
money for State and county purposes. 
Property will bs more generally and 
more equally assessed, to the relief of 
the bouse-hoMer and to tbe relief of 
all business enterprises the people are 
engaged in. 


There is no injustice in equal valua- 


tion, as all property should sustain its 
proportion of tbe cost of government, 
lujoetice cornea from unequal valua- 
tion, wbiob always is against tbe cot- 
tage owner and his family.
